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INTRODUCTION ‘ i 

Chapel Hill residents should never be at a loss for a place to eat. There are * 
over sixty restaurants in the area. And yet, people always seem to be com- 
plaining about the lack of variety or the poor quality of the food. For thee: 
second year in a row, then, the Student Consumer Action Union is publishing — 
a guide to the food services in Chapel Hill. This is a guide, not a definitive 
statement about where and where not to eat. Our recommendation or com- 
ment cannot change the prices, quality, or service of food in this town. Only — 
the consumer, by individual comment to a restaurant manager, can have any 
effect. You should never hesitate to speak out when something displeases 
you. State your case, if you do not receive satisfaction, then call SCAU, and 
we will register another complaint in an effort to improve the food situation 
in Chapel Hill. 

As for this guide, we have listed pertinent information about each 
restaurant, as well as comments. Sanitation grades have been included. The 
Public Health Department inspects each place and gives it a grade ona scale 
of 0% to 100%. No restaurant in Chapel Hill has anything less than an A 
(above 90%), if you have doubts about the quality rating, call the Health 
Dept. Second, we have estimated each distance from South Building for 
convenience and uniformity. 

We would appreciate any comments or suggestions you would care to 
make, and hope that The Franklin Street Gourmet proves useful to you.
